WHITEHORSE, Y.T., Oct. 13.— 
For the first time in history mail 
is rolling by truck through the 
vast Canadian wilderness be- 
tween Edmonton and the historic 
Yukon séttlements of Whitehorse, 
Carcross and Teslin. 
| This is the express service re- 
cently begun on the Alaska High- 


way by the Northwest Service 
Command of the United States 
Army. Mail is now carried from 


Dawson Creek, British Columbia, 
to Whitehorse, main army base on 
the highway, in 62 hours, The pre- 
vious time required for this deliv- 
ery by boat, via Skagway, Alaska, 
was seven days. The mail intludes 
that for the U.S. Army and for Ca- 
nadian civilians. 

Postal officials of the Canadian 
government are co-operating in the 
enterprise, L. F. Hawkes, Canadian 
post office inspector, and J. H. Me- 
Ginniss, acting ~ postmaster at 
Whitehorse, helped arranged the 
innovation. Both men come from 
Vancouver, B.C. 


ORGANIZED SERVICE 

The wilderness mail route was 
outlined end set up by Major How- 
ard C, Walters of San Francisco, 
Calif., postal officer of the North- 
west Service Command.

the coast four miles beyond Ter- 
moli, 

The new line runs from the 
mouth of the Voltunro along that 
river to the Calore, swinging over 
to Pontelandolfo, thence to newly- 
captured San Croce di Sannio, 
Riccia, St. Elia and Bonefro to 
the Adriatic above Termoli. 

The British-Canadian Eighth 
Army, advancing four miles in some 

sectors of the Adriatic coastal area, 
captured the towns of Bonefro and 
St. Elia south-southwest of Ter- 
moli and moved to within five 
miles of Petacciato, above Termoli. 

The break-through north of the 
Calore river, an extension of the 
main Volturno defence line above 
Naples, enabled the Allies to 
carve out a slice of more than 
100 square miles from the Ger- 
man line. The Allied positions 
were improved greatly all along 
the line in that area. 

Besides the capture of San Croce

Navy League

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Servicemen Come First 


Thanks to the efforts of the War Ser- 
vices Council of Northern Alberta, which 
sent a representative to the City Council 
meeting last night, the USO recreation pro- 
ject in downtown Edmonton has been en- 
dorsed conditionally by the civic author- 
ities. 

If the United States Red Cross, which 
proposes to erect the structure, can secure 
an undertaking from the Dominion Gov- 
ernment that the building, which will ‘stand 
on Edmonton's proposed civic centre site 
at 100 street and 103 avenue, will be mov- 
ed within a year after the conclusion of 
the war, the project will be permitted to 
proceed. 

This is a distinct triumph for those who 
take the war seriously enough to believe 
that the men and women of the armed 
forces come first in all social enterprise. 
For opposition to this proposal was strenu- 
ous 


It was opposed by the town planning 
authorities, who saw in the temporary 
structure on its proposed site a violation of 
the zoning regulations. It was opposed by 
selective service officials who feared that 
the use of carpenters for this purpose 
would divert workmen from the house 
building program. 

The argument of the War Services 
Council was simply that while these state- 
ments might be true, it was still a fact that 
the needs of those who are fighting democ- 
racy’s battles, whether they be Canadians, 
British or Americans or anything else, 
must be served first. 

The decision establishes an important 
and worthwhile precedent.

Mid Ocean Filling Stations 


The Azores lie less than two- 
thirds of the way from ports in the Mari- 
.time provinces and the New England 
states to Portugal. They flank the stéam- 
ship lanes across the North Atlantic and 
are virtually on the more southerly route 
followed by the majority of vessels in win- 
ter time. The importance of the air and 
naval bases in the islands which Portugal 
has put at the disposal of Britain and its 
Allies is thus obvious. 

These are the best of all outposts from 
which to maintain air and sea patrol of 
the mid-Atlantic, and Allied convoys can 
now be as fully protected in that area as 
they have been in the coastal zones on 
either side. As bases from which to carry 
on the vigorous offensive launched 
against enemy submarines last spring, the 
island airfields and harbors will be equally 
useful. 
good way to counter the “new device” with 
which the U-boats have been equipped in 
an effort to restore their effectiveness. 

It is an easy hop for a sub-hunting 
bomber from the eastern coast of this con- 
tinent to the Azores, and with fuelling 
facilities there the patrol planes will not 
have to turn back when half-way across to 
refill their tanks. There will be a corre- 
Sponding advantage to destroyers and 
smaller warships, which cannot carry 
enough fuel to maintain maximum speed 
all the way across. Based on the Azores, 
these can use their speed with full effect 
in the part of the ocean where that has not 
been hitherto possible.

Observers in London who are describ- 
ed as “qualified” say the battle in Europe 
is going so well for the Allies that the Nazi 
empire may collapse this fall. They do not 
mean that Germany is likely to be 50 
quickly beaten into complete submission, 
but that Hitler’s generals may oust him 
and his party and try to salvage their own 
prestige and the country’s remaining mili- 
tary strength by negotiating a treaty. 

Should that happean it will be in the 
tradition of the military caste, They made 
the Kaiser a scape-goat at the end of the 
first great war and secured a compromise 
settlement which left them with both 
power and pretexts with which to engineer 
another drive for world mastery. Hitler 
capitalized these assets saved from the 
former defeat, and upon them built anew 
the popular will to war and the machinery 
with which to make that will effective 
That the militarists will try for a repeat 
performance seems likely enough when 
they decide that the second bid for world 
domination has failed. But that they have 
already come to accept that decision 1s 
doubtful. 

The London observers could be better 
employed than in proclaiming the immin- 
ent downfall of Hitler, despite the multi- 
plying troubles which are obviously 
crowding in upon him and his gang. If that 
idea got wide acceptance in the Allied 
countries it could do only harm to them, to 
their resolution, their war effort, and their 
outlook for an enduring peace. Such peace 
we shal! never get by negotiation with the 
junkers. They have to destroyed as a 
factor for mischief in the Germany of the 
future. 

Nazism is only a re-hash of the militar- 
istic ambitions which the Prussian old 
guard has imposed upon Germany ever 
since the days of Bismarck, To hang Hitler 
and Himmler and the other headmen of the 
Nazi party would not make Germany a 
safe neighbor for the other nations, Prus- 
sianism must be put out of business, com- 
pletely and finally, as a force in the shaping

peace to the world than did the ousting or 
Wilhelm.

Nearly one year ago this column 
| called attention to the phantom oil 
| pipeline which the War Department 
was laying from the Fort Norman 
oil fields in North Canada to White- 
| horse, Alaska. It was pointed out 
that the pipeline had to be laid 
| over icy mountains, on tops of the 
ground at sub-zero temperatures, 
; and that congealed oil could not be 
pumped at these temperatures, 
| Due to these and other difficul- 

ties, Petroleum Administrator Ickes 
wrote a letter to Secretary of War 
Stimson calling the pipeline im- 
practical, As a result, Secretary 
Stimson ordered its construction 
stopped. However, Gen. B. B. 
| Somervell later was able to pro- 
| ceed with it and the line is now 

more than half built. 

Recently the Truman Committee 
sent a delegation of three Senators 
to Alaska and they have brought 
back an extremely critical report. 
They are in doubt whether the pipe- 
line can be finished in time to serve 
any real military value in Alaska. 
When finished, they doubt whether 
it will be able to move oil a¢’tem- 
| peratures of 70 deg. below zero. 
| Finally they are not sure that there 
is too much oil in North Canada to 
pump anyway. 

The Senators also report that oil 
prospectors are now busy in North- 
ern Canada looking for oil—at Bov- 
ernment expense.

Into Balkans 
Said Delayed

LONDON, Oct. 13—(AP)—The 
Berlin radio, despite continued 
Allied aerial attacks in the east- | 
ern Mediterranean and the oper- 
ations of Yugoslav guerillas, said 
last night that the Allies now had 


abandoned a plan to land in the 
Balkans this year. 


Berlin conceded that at the time 
of the Italian armistice Sept. 8 the 
Dalmatian coast ports were in the 
hands of troops loyal to Premier 
Marshal Pietro Badoglio or anti-! 
Axis partisans. The broadcast des- 
cribed that period as the “most fav- 
orable moment” offered British and 
American forces for a land oper- 
ation in the Balkans and added that 
an operation “seems to have been 
definitely abandoned in view of the 
approaching winter.” 


CLAIM CONTRADICTED 


Direct contradiction of the Ger- 
man claim that Nazi forces had 
weathered the worst of the storm in 
Yugoslavia was contained yesterday | 
in a communique of the Yugoslav 
liberation army which announced 
that partisan forces “firmly held” 
the Dalmatian coast south of Split. 
This would place these forces in 
control of approximately half their 
country’s coast line. 

Bitter fighting continues, said 
the communique broadcast by the 
Free Yugoslav radio, in the 
sectors of Susak, Otocac, Duga- 


Resa, Karlovac, Zara and Sinj, 
all north of Split.

NAZIS BEATEN OFF 


A German attempt to storm the 
important Partisan stronghold of 
Tuzla, 100 miles southwest of Bel- 
grade, was beaten off by columns 
of the first Bosnian corps, operat- 
ing under the liberation army ban- 
ner of Drug Tito, the communique 
related. 

The German radio claimed that 
the Partisans lost more than 5,000 
killed and 7,300 taken prisoners in 
fighting during the last few days 
on the Italian Istrian peninsula.

On Labor Report!

OTTAWA, Oct. 13.—The begin- 
ning of the Victory Loan drive has 
temporarily delayed action by the 
government on the McTague report. 
It now is believed that the govern- 
ment will not make a decision on 
future wage policy until late next 
week, ‘ 


As matters now stand the fam- 
ily allowances are out and the 
only difficulty is to decide as to 
how the wage ceiling is to be 
loosened. Mr. McTague’s pro- 
position that the ceiling be taken 
off wages of 50 cents per hour 
and lower, paid to heads of fami- 
lies, and that collective bargain- 
ing be given full power in this 
area, has not gained much cabinet 
support. 

The labor department has pro- 
duced a formula which would yield 
increases in wages up to $1 per 
hour but under fairly rigid checks, 
The annual increases would be re- 
stricted to 10 per cent of the differ- 
ence between the going wage and 
$1 per hour. 

The trouble here is that those 
who support labor think the con- 
cession too meagre. A third pro- 
position is to give Mr. McTague 
and the reconstructed War Labor 
Board a free hand to grant in- 
creases wherever increases are 
deemed essential. The anti-infla- 
tion forces, however, are strongly 
opposed to this because it is wide 
open,

LONDON, Oct. 13.—(CP)—Bri- 
tain, conscious of the vital role 
aircraft will play in linking the 
countries of the world after the 
war, has given the “go ahead” 
signal for production of the 
Empire's “Queen Mary” of the 
skies.

Berlin significantly had little to 
say yesterday about this new blow 
to U-boats in the Atlantic, This was 
taken to mean that Germany would 
not be likely to press the issue and 
force Portugal over to the Allied 
side. 

To do so might require a German 
attempt to occupy the entire Iber- 
jan peninsula — including neutral 
Spain—a step which the Nazis 
would hardly be eager to undertake 
now that they have converted their 
conduct of the European war to a 
defensive basis, . 


LOSE LISTENING POST 

Even to break relations with Por- 
tugal would deprive the Germans 
of their listening post in Lisbon, 
the Portuguese capital—possibly 
the most valuable they have abroad. 

Japan and Portugal also remain 
officiaily at peace, although Japan 
the Portuguese colony of Macao on

For five years Japanese armies 
have isolated this segment of the 
Portuguese empire and have 
staged numerous incidents which 
infringed upon Portuguese rights.

SERIOUS QUESTION 


Perhaps the most serious, cer- 
tainly the most sensational story 
brought back by the itinerant sen- 
ators was the statement of Henry 
Cabot Lodge of Massachusetts that 
the lives of 1,000,000 American sol- 
diers could be saved if Russia gave 
the United States the use of Si- 
berian bases to bomb Japan. 

The president was asked if he 
could dispute this figure, and said 
bluntly that he couldn't, no one 
could. 

Suppose, the President went on, 
Russia granted use of the -bases. 

It would be necessary to send 
troops, labor battalions, planes 
and supplies before they could be 
operated. Japan, naturally, would 
try and stop it, perhaps invading 
Siberia, inviting war with Russia. 

But, he continued, is Russia ready 
for war with Japan at this time? 
Russia may think that, having 
knocked Germany down three or 
four times, another blow will keep 
her down. Is any one, he asked, in 
a position to stand up and say that 
Russia should declare war on Japan 
at this time, considering her com- 


|mitments on the eastern front? 


FACTS NOT KNOWN 

Frankly, he added, he did not 
know and he doubted if anyone 
knew enough facts to base an 
opinion. 

Many of the tales brought back 
by the senate group amounted to 
against Britain—con- 
cerning oi! in the Middle East, the 
use of lend-lease supplies and such 
trifling gossip as the account of 
British officers landing in North 
Africa, dressed in American uni- 
forms because the French garrisons 
wer® less likely to fire on American 
troops than British.

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS, 
Southwest Pacific, Oct. 13—(AP)—

Since the fall of Finschhafen 
Oct. 2, Australians have been en- 
gaging the enemy to the torth 
along the approaches to Madang, 
also menaced by other forces 
driving up the Ramu vailey.

On to the northwest, over We- 
wak, four Allied long-range fighters 
downed eight planes for certain and 
probably bagged two others out of 
32 Japanese planes encountered 
there, today's communique said.

Vitamin A is one of the essen- 
tials for night-flying pilots and cod 
liver oil is a combination of vita- 
mins A and D. It was once cus- 
tomasgy to give both plain oil and 
concentrated oi] with a generous 
hand, considering any excess to be 
just that much better protection 
from rickets. Now that we must 
conserve our supplies, only as 
much oil is given as is actually 
needed for protection or cure. 

The dosages of plain oil used to 
be upward of three teaspoons a 
day. Now the maximum dosage for 
protection need be only two tea- 
spoonfuls. The doses for concen- 
trated oils of popular type used to 
be five to 15 drops, the protective 
dose now is three drops. Of course, 
all such vitamins are dosed by a 
doctor, but mothers should be pre- 
pared for these smaller amounts, 
especially as they have been ac- 
customed to so much larger dos-| 


A medicine dropper should be 
used to give these drop doses 
neatly. Then there is little 
danger of any of ‘the precious | 
drops being spit out by baby. 
The dose should be put on the 
back of .baby’s tongue, so swal- 
lowing is automatic. If plain oil 
is given, put in only a portion of 
the oi] in the teaspoon at one 
time. Put the spoon to baby’s 
lips and let him lick it off much 
like a cat lapping up milk. To 
put large amounts of oi! in the 
baby’s mouth may cause him to 
choke or to draw the oil into the | 
lungs, which is dangerous, as well | 
as wasteful.

“If at all possible we would like 


to see 130,000,000 bushels moved 
| between Sept 1 and next spring,” 
the minister told The Canadian 


Press in an interview.

“This would ensure that all re- 
quirements for feed are met. With 
the assistance of arrangements like 
that which permits the direct ship- 
ment from west to east of cars of 


is being speeded up.” 

From Oct, 1, 1942, to last July 31, 
the movement of feed grains to 
Eastern Canada was about 40,000,000 
bushels. 

Mr. Gardiner said immense de- 
mands for feed on western farms, 
in the east, and in the United 
States were being supplied from 

| stores of Canadian grains without 
endangering the abundance 
which has existed since the 1942 
crop. 

"The problem has been trans- 
portation—the business of moving 
the grain to the place where it is 
needed, ‘The United States is buy- 
ing substantial amounts of feed 
grain but is making arrangements 
for transportation by sending cars 
into Canada 
DOCKAGE RAISED 

“By raising the dockage allowed 
from one to three per cent the di- 


rect shipment of feed grain from 
western to eastern Canada has been
